Soviet Autumn Offensive 


In Full Swing 


EN Soviet Army groups, moving 

In Marshal Stalin’s autumn 
Offensive, are hitting at key points 
along the front, which stretches 
from Southern Yugo-Slavia to the 
Arctic, ‘according to Berlin and 
Moscow reports released yesterday 
and quoted by Reuter. 

On the East Prussia-Baltic front, 
Says -Reuter, General Chernyakov- 
sky’s army has gone over to the 
offensive S.W. of Kaunas on a 25-/ 
mile front north and south of the 
main railway to Insterburg, com- 
munications hub 40 miles into 
German territory. 


The Berlin reports said that 
Soviet troops have reached the 
East Prussia border, and made 
several breaches near Neustadt.

“Total War” Call 


To Hungarians 


UDAPEST Radio last night 
broadcast an ofder by the City 
Commander instructing “all mem- 
bers of the armed forces to proceed 
at once to their barracks or to their 
homes.” 

The new Hungarian Government, 
in its first appeal to the nation, 
according to the German News 
Agency, quoted by Reuter, stated:— 

“The new Hungarian Government 
calls the entire nation to its duty 
and work at the front with- 
out reservation and sparing no 
sacrifice. The enemy has put his 
cards on the table. We know to- 
day that to give up the fight and 
sue for an armistice would have 
terrible consequences, so the Hun- 
garian Government considers its 
first task is to carry out a total 
mobilisation of the nation for the 
struggle at the side of its allies. 

“From now on the whole country 
will work for its army and will pro- 
duce everything that is necessary to 
continue the fight. The German 
Reich has given us guarantees for 
the intensification of the common 
struggle, and we are fighting this 
fateful struggle with unshakable 
determination at Germany’s side in 
the sure and guaranteed conviction 
that the German soldier is fighting 
with us for an independent Hungary. 

“ We vow by our lives that their 
will be no more stabbing in the 
back by elements acting on behalf 
of foreign interests. The new 
Government will see to*it that the 
old system is liquidated, and that 
National and Socialist justice 
prevails ”

Five Old R.A. men, who 
claimed that they suffered damages 
as, a result of a leading article 
headed “The Pensioners’ Ramp,” 
which was published in the 
Connacht Tribune of November 
6th. 1943, were unsuccessful at 
Galway Circuit Court, before Judge 
Fionan Lynch, in ~actions for 
damages for libel against the Con- 
nacht Tribune Printing and Pub- 
lishing Company, Galway. 

The plaintiffs were Peter Dooley, 
Ballyrickard, Headford; © William 
Higgins, Cashla, Athenry; Michael 
Hannify, Tallyho, Athenry; Michael 
Gannon, Gurranes,. Tuam, and 
Martin Rogan, Ballygaddy road, 
Tuam 

The article complained of stated: 
“It is the duty of the State to see 
that none of the soldiers in the fight 
for freedom shall suffer in this way. 
At least, those gallant men of 
another day should be assured of 
freedom from want and worry, so 
far as possible, but it is a different 
matter when it comes to paying 
substantial sums to People who are 
comfortably off, and if they had a 
spark of decency would never 
dream of asking the State to 
supplement their incomes.” 

The plaintiffs, who were refused 
military service pensions by the 
Referee appointed under the 
Military Service Pension Act, 1943, 
the High 
Court and were granted conditional 
orders of certiorari directing the 
Minister for Defence to bring before 
the Court for the purress of being 
quashed, unless he could show 
cause,. the report of the Referee.

HRISTOPHER HEHIR (24), of 
Limerick, and Desmond Logan 
(27), of Dundalk, were charged: at 
Dublin District Court yesterday 
with housebreaking, and stealing 
£2,620 from the safe of a ribbon 
manufacturing company in Dublin. 
A detective said that when Hehir 
was searched £1,356 in notes was 
found in his wooden leg. 

In a statement, which was put in 
evidence, Hehir described how he 
and Logan climbed over roof-tops, 
entered 24 Suffolk street, and broke 
open a safe, in which they found 
sealed envelopes containing Irish 
and English currericy notes for 
£100, £50, £20, £10, £5, £1 and for 
10s. They filled their pockets, but 
had to'leave a large number of 
notes behind, because their pockets 
were so full. They bought com- 
Ea changes of clothing, and went 

y bus to Limerick, where they 
counted their money. Hehir said 
that he counted up to £900, but then 
gave up, as he was tired. Logan 
counted £1,050 in his portion of 
the money. 

Detective-Officer Farrelly said 
that the men were arrested in Cork, 
where they had bought a wireless 
set for £5, and paid £2 for seats 
at the Opeta House. Logan, in a 
statement, agreed with what’ Hehbir 
had said. The accused men were 
remanded until to-day. 

The firms alleged to have been 
broken ‘into included Ribbons, Ltd., 
where £2,620 (the property of Emil 
Hirsch). was said to have been 
stolen; Les Modes Modernes, and 
John Montgomery and Son.

A hospital system on the follow- 
ing lines, to benefit members and 
their dependents, is proposed:

larger villages; specialised hospitals 
for treatment of rheumatism, fevers, 
tuberculosis, mental diseases, etc., to 
be provided where considered neces- 
sary; convalescent homes, children’s 
hospitals and homes for the aged, 
distributed according to needs; 
health centres, full facilities for con- 
sultative service and _ specialised 
treatment of all kinds, attached to 
each of the regional, auxiliary and 
district hospitals; travelling. motor 
clinics for remote dstricts, and 
clinics in specialised hospitals and 
at all health centres. 

It is proposed that the -Society 
have charge of tuberculosis, rheu- 
matism and other incapacitating 
diseases, with which separate and 
independent bodies are now en- 
trusted. 

The total abolition of poor law 
services, now called public assist- 
ance, is implied. Dispensaries would 
\disappear, and be replaced bv 
clinics and welfare centres. 

The services of district medical 
officers of health and of most other 
doctors, dentists, ophthalmic sur- 
pone and nurses would be trans- 
erred to the Society, and the 
ae ” use of all hospitals— 
public, voluntary and private—and 
the erection of additional hospitals, 
sanatoria, clinics, etc., is implied. 


“The scheme proposes an imme- 
diate’ nation-wide health campaign. 

Public lectures, . advertisements, 
posters, etc., would be used to teach 
cleanliness, personal hygiene, the 
necessity for fresh air and good 
fresh water. A demand would be 
created for modern sanitation, good 
water supply, electric light, recrea- 
tion grounds, playing fields, swim- 
ming pools, halls, etc., in every vil- 
lage and town.

Proposed Air 


Convention 


NEW convention on inter- 

national air transport was pro- 
posed by the. British Government in 
a White Paper issued yesterday. 
The convention would be admini- 
stered by an international air: 
authority which would, in due 
course, placed in proper relation- 
ship to a world security organisa- 
tion. It would consist of repre- 
sentatives of the ratifying States, 
with voting powers to be deter- 
mined on an equitable basis. 

The White Paper outlines six 
objectives of international col- 
laboration. These are:— 

To meet the needs of the peoples 
of the world for plentiful, efficient 
and cheap air services. 

To maintain, broad equilibrium 
between ‘the world’s air transport 
capacity and the traffic offering; to 
ensure equitable participation by 
the various countries engaged in 
international air transport; to 
eliminate wasteful competitive 
practices and, in particular, to 
control subsidies; to standardise 
practice on technical matters 
important to the safety of flying; 
and, in general, to contribute to 
world security.

Censorship Proposal: 
Criticised 


At the annual meeting of the 
Council of the Catholic Truth

Referring to the dangers of Com- 
munism, he ‘said its strength could 
be fairly measured in the wreck it 
made of the once flourishing Irish. 
Labour Party. The new Vanguard 
movement appeared to be an 
attempt at a Catholic-Communist 
synthesis, and it seemed necessary 
to make it clear that in this Catholic 
country there was no possibility of 
any kind of co-operation between 
Catholics and Communists.

LEGISLAIION. 

An Irish ‘Times reporter learned 
overnment is 
likely to introduce legislation partly 
on the lines of the suggestions. Two 
weeks ago, dealing with the ques- 
tion of the lack of allowances to the 
dependents of bread-winners strigken 
with tuberculosis, the Jrish Times 
reported that the Government was 
likely to introduce legislation cover- 
ing the matter.

An official told an: Jrish Times 
reporter last night that it is superior 
in so far as it provides for sliding 
rates of contributions and benefits 
in accordance with salary; whereas 
the rates in the new British scheme 
are fixed. 

The existing National Health In- 
surance Society is confined to 
manua] workers between 16 and 70 
years; non-manual workers whose 
salaries do not exceed £250 per year, 
and about 1,300 voluntary sub- 
scribers. Sickness, disablement, 
marriage and maternity benefits are 
given. For sickness the amounts 
are 15s. per week for men and 12s. 
for women for 26 weeks: at most. 
The disablement benefit is 7s. 6d. 
per week. On marriage a woman 
receives surrender value of 30s. to 
60s. The maternity benefit is £2 if 
either father or mother is an insured 
member, or £4 if both are insured.

THE SOCIAL SERVICES 


The Most Reverend the Bishop 
of Clonfert, Chairman of the 
National Health — Insurance 
Society, sees no reason why the 
social service legislation of the 
twenty-six counties should lag in 
any respect behind Great 
Britain’s. He has submitted’ a 
nobly comprehensive scheme of 
social insurance to the Society, 
which in turn has offered it for 
the Government's consideration, 
Perhaps, the Government will 
accept it in toto—which we 
cannot regard as _ probable: 
perhaps, it will reject it—which 
is even less probable; the most 
likely view is that it will accept 
the scheme with modifications, 
Within the past few months the 
British Government has issued 
two White Papers of great 
moment. One provided for the 
extension of medical benefits to 
every member of the population, 
however poor. The other, based 
on the Beveridge report, sought 
to include “all the hazards of 
life ” in one broad plan of social 
insurance. Dr. Dignan’s scheme 
covers the field of both docu- 
ments. He proposes to re- 
organise all the health services of 
the country under the control of 
“the Committee of Management 
of an improved and greatly 
extended National Health Insur- 
ance Society.” The Poor Law 
System, together with the 
dispensary, will disappear; the 
services of all “ Government” 
doctors and most private doctors, 
as well as dentists and nurses, will 
be transferred to the new Society; 


the hospitals, public, voluntary | 


and the various 
Organisations that look after 
tuberculosis, rheumatism and 
other incapacitating diseases will 
be under the same master. Sick- 
ness, disability and maternity 
benefits will be increased to a 
very substantial degree. Retire- 
ment pensions will be granted to 
all beneficiaries, and death grants 
will be available. Next, the Society 
will take over responsibility for 
the other social services—un- 
employment insurance, widows’ 
and orphans’ pensions, old age 


and private, 


pensions, and children’s allow- 
ances. So far as the contributory 
end of the great scheme is con- . 
cerned, the contributions—here is 
an essential difference from the 
British system—will be graded 
according to the payer’s means: 

all classes of the people will be 
entitled to participate, and it is 
estimated that eventually 2,600,000 

persons, or 90 per cent. of the 

entire population, will be in- 

cluded within its scope. It will 
embrace. all employés without 

exception, and, if they so desire, 

all citizens who are “ gainfully 

employed” — farmers, shop- 

keepers, professional men and 

clergy. 

In one very important respect 
Dr. Dignan’s plan differs sharply 
from the British Government's. 
The latter, abolishing all 
“approved societies,” proposes 
to place its fabric under 
the direct control of a Ministry 
of Social Insurance. The Irish 
scheme leaves it in the 
hands of the—greatly expanded 
—National Health Insurance 
Society, under the somewhat 
remote control of a Minister of 
Social Services, That is one of 
the aspects which certainly will 
attract the Government’s special 
interest, and one on which we are 
not prepared at the moment to 
comment. More pertinent is the 
question of the financing of the 
big scheme. Whereas the British 
have made, at least, an approxi- 
mate reckoning of the cost— 
which clearly cannot be covered 
by contributions—Dr. Dignan 
prefers to leave it to the 
actuaries He offers, however, a 
number of suggestions. The 
State and local authorities pre- 
sumably, will maintain their 
present grants towards the social 


similar to that which initiated the 
approved societies in 1911, can 
be devised. The reorganisation 
of the various services will save 
the money now wasted by over- 
lapping. Contributions will be 
substantially larger. The private 
“insurance societies” of com- 
mercial companies and trade 
unions will make their funds over 
to the general “ pool.” These are 
only a few of his proposals, 
which may, or may not, be 
acceptable. Others we regard as 
dubious. It is urged, for example, 
that the taxation which is now 
demanded for defence purposes 
shall be maintained after the 
“ emergency” and devoted to the 
Society’s needs. How long, how- 
ever, can the existing level of 
taxation—direct and indirect— 
be preserved without public 
danger? His Grace suggests that 
the profits of the sweepstakes 
shall go to the Society, as the 
only body concerned in the pro- 
motion of health and the cure of 
illness: but those profits are an 
indeterminate asset—other nations 
may relax their moral scruples in 
regard to public sweepstakes after 
the war. Pending further study, 
we must extend a sincere welcome 
to the Bishop’s scheme. It is far 
more ambitious than anybody 
could have expected, and, what- 
ever its reception may be from 
the doctors, the hospitals, and the 
insurance companies, it bids fair 
to furnish the model for the

wait until such deep-seated ills 
are remedied, “Give us this day 
our daily bread,” say the words 
of the Lord’s Prayer. Through 
the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, 
Dublin people can help to give 
daily bread to the most needy of 
their fellow-citizens.

AID FOR POOR 


Poverty abounds in this city, and 
thousands of people will have to face 
the winter with the fear of being 
without clothing, food or fuel, said 
the Lord Mayor (Alderman M. O’Sulli- 
van, T.D.), presiding at the annual 
ublic meeting of the Society of St. 

incent de Paul in the Oak Room 
of the Mansion House last night. He 
now asked that all who could should 
come forward with subscriptions, 

Seconding the motion, Mr. Rory 
Henderson said that no Government, 
State or organisation could completely 
eliminate the need for such a Society 
as that. Even if a Beveridge plan 
were produced overnight there would 
be need for the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society. 

Dr. J. A. Harbison supporting the 
resolution, which was. carried, said 
that in his daily duties he saw the 
great work done by the brothers of 
the Society in their visits to the poor, 

Moving that the Society of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul is worthy of mhí nois 
Mr. P. J. Little, Minister for Posts 
and Tclegraphs, said that 130,000 visits 
to 10,000 families during the year, with 
the expenditure of £41,700, including 
£10,000 on blankets: alone, showed 
that people were stirred to appreciate 
the apostolate of the Society, That 
Society was the first to assuage the 
bitterness of class conflict and to 
combat the modern materialism which 
wsed the slogan of equality and fraternity 
to combat religion, The tendency of 
modern Governmesgts to take a more 
intimate interest in the lot of the poor 
by providing pensions and allowances 
did not remove the need for work 
such as that Society was doing, 

Proposing that a subscription list be 
opened, r, James Clune suggested 
that the staffs of factories and business 
houses in the city should start small 
weekly or monthly subscription lists in 
aid of the Society, | 

Seconding the motion, which was 
carried, r. Liam Cosgrave, T.D., 
said that people who had made great 
profits out of the emergency should 
mark their good fortune by sending 
generous subscriptions. 

Judge Cahir vitt, who acted as 
hon. secretary of the meeting, an- 
nounced that there had already been 
a warm response to the appeal, amo 
the subscriptions received being £1, 
from Most Rev. Dr, McQuaid, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, and many others.

Morning Class 

Brides apart, a lot more women 
are learning now to cook. This 
might be an interesting tendency, 
with enormous potential reper- 
cussions. Equally easy, it could be 
a passing fancy on the part of the 
ladies. Miss Carr puts. down the 
increase to the difficulty in getting 
domestic servants, and food ration- 
ing; though why more people 
should wish to cook less food re- 
mains to me obscure. 
We called upon the morning 
cookery class for adults. (I’ve 
scarcely been out of the classroom 
in the past forty-eight hours.) 
About twelve female adults were 
working upon recipes for wheaten 
cakes and vegetable soup. They 
ranged from the. matronly type to 
the unmarried glamorous. The 
wives showed a humble, slightly 
pathetic perseverance, as the 
chopped onions and carrots, with 
frequent reference to the instruction 
manual; the unmarried glamorous 
were a little more off-hand. 

“The chief difficulty . with our 
older pupils,” says Miss Carr, “is 
to teach them the fundamentals of 
plain cooking—the proportions, 
whether to boil or stew, and so on. 
They nearly all want to start by 
making soufflés and pastry. with- 
out knowing whether to put a 
pinch of salt or a handful of sugar 
in the pot.” 


Congratulations 

_ We watched the adults for some 
time. They became a little 
nervous. They seemed to be the 
merest shade out of their depth. 
Two girls were shovelling diced 
vegetables off a board into a small 
saucepan. Another one backed 
into them from the sink. The 
diced vegetables shot off the board 
into a jug of milk. The girls 
poked at the vegetables vaguely 
with a spoon. 

But great credit, and all hail, to 
these ladies for taking the trouble 
to learn a job that nobody else in 
this country seems to want to do. 

After the cookery class we looked 
in upon the needlework section— 
a class composed of girls who have 
recently left the national school, 
and are too young to find employ- 
ment, 

Miss Carr asked each one in turn 
what she hoped to , Seven 
said they wanted to be dress- 
makers, four wanted to be 


make.a profession of it.” 

A caok can 
earn a fairly respectable wage. But 


.it takes three years to make a good 


cook, Most of the girls must start 
to earn money as soon as possible 
after leaving school. They choose 
the factory, where they can be sure 
of every evening off, in preference 
to the almost equal wage of a maid, 
who can’t really be sure of any- 
thing. i 
There is this much hope. Many 
employers send their domestics to 
the Technical School in the evening 
to improve themselves. If ever one 
of these paragons should come your 
way, bind her to you with of 
steel. But whatever you do, don't 
apply to Miss Carr for a maid. 
that she has a.mortal terror. 


Regiment of Pearse 


On November 9th a dinner will 
be held in Dublin for the scattered 
Regiment of.Pearse. The Regiment 
of Pearse has even lost its name. Jt 
is now known as the 22nd Infantry 
vo ge though it still carries the 
inftials “R.O.P.” after its official 
title: 

The regiment was formed in 1936 
as a successor to the University 
O.T.C.’s, First to enlist were stu- 
dents of the University Colleges 
of Dublin, Cork and Galway, 
together with Trinity College and 
the College of Surgeons. Later, St. 
Patrick’s Training College, Drum- 
condra, and the Veterinary College, 
Ballsbridge, followed suit. 

The regiment was a Volunteer 
unit, doing two parades a week, 
with three weeks’ i 
canvas every summer. The regiment 
wore its own uniform. As an addi- 
tion to the green of the regular 
soldier, the regiment wore a maroon 
forage cap, maroon cuffs, collars 
and epaulettes, with saffron piping 
a maroon stripe down the sides o 
the trousers, with an individual col- 
lege badge on the collar. 

It was essentially an _ officer- 
producing unit. 


Rechristexing 


In June, 1940, the regiment was 
called up for permianent service, on 
the same basis as the Regular Army. 
They went to Gormanston for field 
training. In July of the same year 
they were. rechristened the 22nd 
infantry Battalion, though, as a 
mark of courtesy, they were allowed 
to retain the initials “ R.O.P.” | 

After Gormanston, in October, 
1940, the Battalion took up its 
duties in the Hibernian Schools, in 
Pheenix Park. Since then batches 
of them have left to goon courses 
for commissions all over 
country. 

So widely scattered, in fact, has 
the Battalion become that there has 
been considerable difficulty in trac- 
ing many of the members.

HE Council ‘of the London 
& Chamber of Commerce, represent- 
ing over 11,000 firms, issued to-day its 
reactions to the Government's report 
on employment policy and the unani- 
mous views expressed will command 
wide attention. “Jt is highly desir- 
able,” states the Council, “ that Britain 
should in the post-war era do its ut- 
most to balance its foreign payments 
by increasing its exports rather than 
by emp its imports. Our influence 
in the world has depended very largely 
upon the facts that we are the biggest 
and freest single market for the goods 
of other nations. Such an import 
rm! need not, and, indeed, must not 
ce allowed to militate in the future, 
as it has in the past, against the full 
utilisation and development of Britain's 
agricultural resources. On the con- 
trary, if a satisfactory nutritional policy 
is put into operation here and else- 
where there will be a human demand 
for all foodstuffs which can be grown 
here as well as for the surpluses of 
other countries.” 


“Cheap Food” Illusion 


The Council is determined to oppose 
the placing of British agriculture in 
competition with overseas producers, 
who can be shown to exploit their 
land in such a way as to diminish its 
fertility. “' Such a practice,” it com- 
ments, “should be frowned upon by 
world opinion, as it constitutes living 
on the world’s real capital, the fer- 
tility of the soil, upon which all life 
on this planet is ultimately dependent, 
Financial considerations must not be 
regarded as the sole criterion as to 
the part of the world in which food 
can be most economically produced. 
We regret there is no special reference 
in the Government plan to the socially 
and economically desirable employ-

‘ment which a revival of agriculture 
; would provide and no recognition that 
farming has ‘any greater’ claim of the 
available labour of the nation than 
any other industry. The first and es- 
sential step towards the restoration of 
agriculture is that agricultural land 
should be scheduled for farming and 
not diverted to other uses.” 


Progress of Cremation 


The recent “ Coffins" case in the 
Edinburgh High Court aroused wide- 
spread interest throughout the country 
in the disposal of bodies sent for 
cremation. The evidence showed that 
in a small number of cases unrelated 
bodies were placed in the same coffin, 
and there were also charges of the 
theft of a large number of coffin lids. 
“It would be deplorable if the case in 
any way disturbed the public con- 
fidence in the propriety of cremation,” 
comments “The Scotsman,” but it 
shows the need for 
inspection or control of the process 
of cremation.” The beginning of the 
cremation movement in England dates 
from the mid-’seventies.
